ARTICLE #61: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 


Selectmen to accept donations of personal property in accordance with RSA 
31:95-E. 


ARTICLE #62: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to apply for, receive and expend Federal and State grants which 


may become available during the course of the year in accordance with RSA 
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31:95-b and also to accept and expend money from any other governmental 
unit or private source to be used for purposes for which the Town may legally 
appropriate money. 


ARTICLE #63: To see if the Town will vote (in accordance with RSA 
80:80) to authorize the Selectmen to dispose of any property acquired by Tax 
Collector's Deed as justice may require. 


ARTICLE #64: To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


ARTICLE #65: To transact any other business that may legally come before 
the meeting.

FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Finance Committee is made up of volunteer members appointed by the 
Selectmen to review and evaluate petitions that will be brought before the 
townspeople at Town Meeting. 

This year, the Finance Committee met with representatives from the various 
agencies and organizations presenting petitions for town funding. Each group 
completed an Application for Funding, developed by the Finance Committee, 
which was reviewed to determine the actual amount of services provided to 
Tamworth residents. Agency representatives were interviewed by the Finance 
Committee on other issues such as additional funding sources, duplication of 
services, and future plans of the organization. 

In evaluating the needs of our health and human service petitioners, the 
committee felt there needs to be a strong emphasis on reducing costs through 
greater efficiencies in order to keep the town tax rate down. As a result, the 
committee recommended funding at last year's level for some of the agencies. 
While we recognize the valuable services provided to our community by these 
agencies, the members felt they would like to see more emphasis on exploring 
other sources of funding, improving efficiencies, and greater self-sufficiency. 
Those agencies who requested level or reduced funding this year are commended 
by the Finance Committee. 

The Finance Committee maintains its opposition to the plowing of private 
roads and driveways due to the prohibitive cost of $150,000. One proposal to 
eliminate plowing was reviewed by the committee, but it was felt that the Welfare 
Assistance program was not the best guideline for evaluating cases of need since 
it does not address issues such as age and disability. It also did not provide for 
monies expended for the current winter plowing season. 

As noted under the Highway Department article, the Finance Committee 
encourages townspeople to reduce the plowing budget to $50,000 to cover costs 
already incurred, and further, to amend the General Fund Deficit Article by 
$100,000. The Finance Committee fully endorses the withdrawal of capital 
reserve funds previously set aside for highway equipment, town garage and town 
offices, thereby further reducing the General Fund Deficit as quickly as possible. 

Looking to the future, the committee is very concerned about the effect of 
the deficit in light of the many costly projects facing the town in the next few 
years. In addition to eliminating the deficit, which the committee feels is the 
highest priority, there is the proposed library renovations, testing and eventual 
closure of the landfill, construction or renovation regarding town offices and town 
garage, as well as major road repairs. 

We are committed to providing you, the voter, with as much information, 
research & options as possible so you can make the best informed decisions on 
matters which significantly affect your tax rate. Several openings exist on the Finance 
Committee & we strongly encourage you to consider volunteering your time.

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TREASURER’S REPORT 


During 1997, all funds under the jurisdiction of the Treasurer's Office 
were invested so that the town would receive the maximum interest available 
at the time of the investment. Citizen's Bank and the Municipal Deposit 
Investment Pool both offered excellent yields, along with safety through full 
collateralization. When excess funds accumulated during the summer tax 
period, Bank of New Hampshire offered very competitive no-catch CD's, 
which also gave us an excellent yield safely. é 

We borrowed $1.5 million in tax anticipation notes in March, at a cost of 
$54,750.00 for the use of this money until December 31. Citizen's Bank was 
the low bidder. Investments earned a total of $62,427.00, so the town gained 
$7,677.00 in interest while using this money. 

In 1997 I wrote, and the Selectmen adopted, a formal, written investment 
policy as required by state statute. A copy of this is included in my report. 
During 1998, we will be working on internal controls. 

While I will be on vacation during the Town Meeting period, I welcome 
any questions concerning the office of Town Treasurer at any time. After all, 
this is your money. I also welcome any comments, concerns, or suggestions 
relative to the Treasurer's duties. 

Special thanks go to Selectmen's Assistants Dorothy Hidden and Janet 
Conner, Town Clerk/Tax Collector Theresa Boewe, Selectmen Bruce 
Robinson, John Roberts, Mariette Ross, and Sam Hidden, and the staff at 
BNH, Citizen's, Fleet, and the MDIP for their help and support. Also, I thank 
you, the residents and voters of Tamworth, for your continued support. It is 
greatly appreciated.

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INVESTMENT POLICY 


RSA 41:29 IV: 

"At least yearly, the selectmen shall review and adopt an investment 
policy for the investment of public funds in conformance with the provisions 
of applicable statutes." 


SCOPE: 

The following investment policies of the Town of Tamworth, New 
Hampshire, shall apply to all funds in custody of the Town Treasurer. This will 
include, but is not limited to: the financial assets of the General Fund, Special 
Revenue Funds, and any new fund created by the Town Meeting or the Board of 
Selectmen, unless specifically exempted by the articles of its creation. 

This investment policy applies to all transactions involving the financial 
assets and related activity of all the foregoing funds. 


OBJECTIVES: 
1. Safety 
2. Liquidity 
3. Return on investment (without compromising # | and #2) 


Safety of principal is the foremost objective of the town. Each investment 
transaction shall seek to first ensure that capital losses are avoided, whether 
they be from securities defaults or erosion of market value. 

All participants in the investment process shall seek to act as responsible 
custodians of the public trust. They shall avoid any transaction that might 
impair public confidence in the government of the Town of Tamworth in its 
ability to govern effectively. 


AUTHORITY: 

The Treasurer of the Town of Tamworth has the sole authority to deposit 
and invest the town funds in accordance with RSA 41:29 IV which states: 
"Whenever the town treasurer has in custody an excess of funds which are not 
immediately needed for the purpose of expenditure, the town treasurer shall, 
with the approval of the selectmen, invest the same in obligations of the United 
States government in the public deposit investment pool established pursuant to 
RSA 383:22, in savings bank deposits of banks incorporated under the laws of 
the state of New Hampshire or in certificates of deposit of banks incorporated 
under the laws of the State of New Hampshire or in national banks located 
within this state or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts.” 


PRUDENCE: 

The Standard of prudence to be used by investment officials shall be the 
"prudent person" and shall be applied in the context of managing an overall 
portfolio. Investment officers acting in accordance with written procedures 
and exercising due diligence shall be relieved of personal responsibility for an 
individual security credit risk or market price changes, provided deviations 
from expectations are reported in a timely fashion and appropriate action is 
taken to control adverse developments. 
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ETHICS AND CONFLICT OF INTEREST: 

Officers and employees involved in the investment process shall refrain 
from personal business activity that could conflict with proper execution of 
the investment program, or which could impair their ability to make impartial 
investment decisions. Employees and investment officials shall disclose in 
writing any material financial interests in financial institutions that conduct 
business within the Town and they shall further disclose any large personal 
financial investment positions that could be related to the performance of the 
Town portfolio. Employees and officers shall subordinate their personal 
investment transactions to those of this Town, particularly with regard to the 
timing of purchases and sales. 


INTERNAL CONTROLS: 

The treasurer, with the selectmen's administrative assistant, shall 
establish a system of internal controls. The internal controls shall be reviewed 
by the selectmen and by the independent auditor. The controls shall be 
designed to prevent losses of public funds arising from fraud, employee error, 
misrepresentation by third parties, unanticipated changes in financial markets, 
or imprudent actions by employees and officers of the Town. 


INSTRUMENTS: 
Assets of the funds of the Town may be invested in: 


A) U.S. Treasury securities maturing in less than one year. 

B) Short-term obligations of U. S. Government agencies and 
instrumentalities approved for investment purposes by the board 
of selectmen. 

C) Certificates of deposit at commercial banks and savings and loan 
associations of the State of New Hampshire. 

D) Repurchase agreements as applied to overnight investments. (Not 
currently covered by state statutes) 

E) Participation units in a combined investment fund or funds 
established pursuant to New Hampshire law. 


REPORTING: 

The treasurer will submit reports to the selectmen at least quarterly, or as 
requested by the board of selectmen. Included shall be investment strategies 
employed in the most recent quarter, the total investment return, and 
comparisons with budgetary expectations. 


MATURITIES: 
Investments of the Town shall be limited to instruments maturing within 
one year at the time of purchase.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Ranger, 
contact your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required. 
Violations of RSA 227-L:17, the fire permit law and other burning laws of the 
State of New Hampshire are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 
and/or a year in jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. The 
Town of Tamworth issued 221 permits in 1997 for brush fires, campfires and 
cookouts and small incinerators. To obtain a permit in Tamworth call 323-8833. 

There are ten Forest Rangers who work for the New Hampshire Division of 
Forests and Land, Forest Protection Bureau. State Forest Rangers are available 
to assist communities with forest fire suppression, prevention and training 
programs as well as the enforcement of forest fire and timber harvest laws. If 
you have any questions regarding forest fire or timber harvest laws, please call 
our Office at 271-2217. 

There are 2400 Forest Fire Wardens and Deputy Forest Fire Wardens 
throughout the state. Each town has a Forest Fire Warden and several Deputy 
Wardens who assist the Forest Rangers with forest fire suppression, prevention, 
and law enforcement. The 1997 fire season was a safe period for wildland 
firefighters with no major injuries reported. The drought conditions experienced 
during the early summer months was a significant factor resulting in the total 
number of fires reported during the season. 

The State of New Hampshire operates 15 fire towers, 2 mobile patrols and 3 
contract aircraft patrols. This early detection and reports from citizens aid in the 
quick response from local fire departments. This is a critical factor in controlling 
the size of wildland fires and keeping the loss of property and suppression costs 
as low as possible.

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TAMWORTH RESCUE SQUAD 


The Town of Tamworth should be proud of themselves in that they look 
out for their neighbors, as more and more people are interested enough to get 
involved. We are happy to have so many new members of the Rescue Squad. 
As of 12/31/97, Tamworth Rescue Squad has 12 Nationally Certified 
E.M.T.'s, and 4 first responders; two of which are awaiting certification to 
become E.M.T -Basics. We had two of our volunteer members go on to 
Advanced Life Support training at the E.M.T. Intermediate level. We always 
appreciate the support of the townspeople as we try to serve them in a 
friendly and knowledgeable way even though most of the time a family is 
experiencing a serious situation when we become involved. We aim to help. 

Tamworth Rescue Squad supported and presented the 2nd E.M.T.-Basic 
course, a 120 hour national curriculum, over the winter and spring of 1997. 
Each class brings more involved, qualified people into Tamworth Rescue 
Squad. Members also attended a variety of extra training sessions over the 
past year. These ranged from going to Shriner's Burn Center in Boston to the 
Annual Trauma Symposium at Dartmouth Hitchcock Medical Center in 
Lebanon, N.H. All the members try to attend our own monthly training. Even 
with all the diversions available in today's society, and family responsibilities, 
members of Tamworth Rescue Squad are a very dedicated and involved 
group. We hope to present another E.M.T. course in the fall of 1998. We 
encourage anyone to take a C.P.R. course offered in various places around the 
county. It only takes a few hours to learn some basic techniques to recognize 
an emergency and how to assess it. 

Tamworth Rescue Squad under the leadership of Judy Morgan, 1997 
Capt., supported and presented a Bicycle Safety Program in the Spring of 
1997 for local school children. We are also planning to present another in the 
Spring of 1998. Please support the use of Bicycle Helmets for all ages. 

911 has been very helpful to us in our community work, BUT not all of 
us have posted, visible, readable numbers on their houses and/or driveways. 
Please clearly post your numbers. Not all of us know you yet, and when you 
need us, we try our best to find you. Please look at your house numbers. It 
may look good a foot away and in the sunshine; but ask yourself "can 
someone see it” from an ambulance or firetruck at 2 a.m.. in the fog or an ice 
storm. Teach your children 911 is serious and not a game. Children of any 
age can help by knowing 911 will bring help no matter what. 

We have also enjoyed working with the town contracted ambulance 
service provided by Medstar Ambulance of Tamworth. Their staff have been 
encouraging and assistive. We at Tamworth Rescue Squad will work with the 
ambulance company the town contracts with, to better serve the residents, 
because we want to help our neighbors in a time of need as quickly and 
efficiently as possible 

We also wish to express our thanks to Judy Morgan who was Captain of 
Tamworth Rescue Squad for 1997, and Mike Oktavec who had been Captain 
for 5 years prior to Judy. I look forward to guiding my fellow members in 
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providing the best emergency medical and/or special rescue services to 
people in the Town of Tamworth over the ensuing year. If you have questions 
or comments, please talk to one of us. If you wish to join us or sit in and learn 
about us some more, our business meetings are the first Monday of the month 
at 7:00 p.m., and the training meetings are the third Monday of the month at 
7:00 p.m. We are also listed on the internet, one of our members has set up a 
web site for us. (Over 1998 we are in hopes of doing some fund raising to 
purchase some specialized teaching equipment, (a defibrillator manninquin) 
and a computer system for record keeping and internet access. Again we wish 
to say thank you to everyone in Tamworth for supporting our endeavors.

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MEDSTAR EMERGENCY SERVICES 


As we complete our third year of service to Tamworth | am proud to 
offer you a report of our calls and accomplishments. We now have three 
ambulances stationed in Tamworth. Two of which are Advanced Life Support 
units, in fact our primary unit is the only Paramedic ambulance in the area. 
We also operate a wheelchair van and a 4X4 utility vehicle for ALS intercepts 
or in bad weather conditions we are at least able to move equipment and 
manpower to needed areas. We now employ 30 people in a combination of 
full & part time. I am pleased to say 10 of our regular EMT's are Tamworth 
residents. 10 of our EMT's are certified at the advanced level and four of 
them are Nationally Registered Paramedics, while 3 more are completing 
ALS training. No other area service can offer this level of care. Recently, we 
moved into much larger quarters which greatly improved our operation and 
cut our response time to many areas of town. I am very proud to say we are 
now an approved training center. We conduct regular classes in CPR & first 
aid for the general public, and offer basic through advanced training for area 
EMT's... we are the professionals that train the professionals! We are most 
proud of our community activities. We regularly sponsor American Red 
Cross Blood Drives and to this date have helped to collect approximately 700 
units of blood. We provide free standby services for local events, provide first 
aid classes at the Brett School, and sponsor numerous other programs all at no 
extra charge to the taxpayers. We truly believe that Medstar is your 
ambulance service and therefore it is our pleasure to help where ever possible. 

1997 was very busy for us as we responded to nearly 500 calls for 
assistance. 246 of these calls were in Tamworth and ranged from assisting at 
an armed standoff to emergency child birth. The following is a break down of 
our activities in Tamworth.

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TAMWORTH PLANNING BOARD 


In 1997 we had one Wetlands ordinance waiver for a septic system 
repair. After reviewing it and comparing it to the waiver guidelines that the 
Conservation Commission helped us write, we approved It. 

We had six boundary line adjustment applications. These are where no 
new lots are being created but one lot is getting bigger to an adjacent lot that 
is getting smaller. On these we make sure that the lot getting smaller still 
complies with the minimum lot size and other requirements in our 
Subdivision requirements. After review and changes these were approved. 

There were only three subdivision applications in 1997. We studied 
these, recommended changes and then they were approved. 

1997 saw an increase in the number of preliminary review of subdivision 
and boundary line adjustments. On these the applicant is not sure how our 
regulations are going to apply to their particular project so they come in pre 
application to get our nonbinding opinion. We see this as another sign that 
our subdivision regulations are in need of updating. I have mentioned this 
before and we continue to work on them. 

Several applications to state regulations were passed on to us for review. 
These included driveway permits, service stations and gravel pits. We are 
asked to reply if they do not comply with local laws. 

The Planning Board continues to be short staffed. If anyone is interested 
in helping please come to our meetings on the 4th Wednesday of each month 
at 7:00 in the town offices.

AGENCY INFORMATION 


Tamworth Community Nurse Association, Inc. received renewal of 
licensure for another year of service as a Community Health Agency after 
annual inspection on October 31, 1997 by Eleanor Enenkel, RN of the New 
Hampshire Bureau of Health Facilities. Board policy, operating procedures, 
patient records, office statistics and documentation were examined to ensure 
all state regulations and protocol are being met and actively practiced. TCNA 
continues to maintain, as well, its licensure under the Clinical Laboratory 
Improvement Amendment (CLIA), U. S. Department of Health and Human 
Services, Public Health Practices Program for testing of blood sugar and 
urinalysis specimens. We continue to offer the service of drawing blood 
samples for homebound patients and we are thankful for the cooperation of 
the office of Tamworth Family Medicine and Huggins Hospital for 
transporting and processing samples. 

John Patten, M.D. continues to serve as the Medical Advisor to TCNA. 
His willingness to donate his time, knowledge, and efforts has been greatly 
appreciated. 

Supplemental services of physical, occupational, speech, and IV 
therapies, social workers, home health aides, and hospice care have all been 
provided to Tamworth residents by other area agencies. We are grateful for 
the cooperative efforts extended to us by Homecare and Hospice America 
(formerly Heritage Home Health), Northern Carroll County VNA and 
Hospice, and VNA and Hospice of Southern Carroll County. All have 
provided valuable assistance for Tamworth residents. Many area adults have 
come to rely upon the homemakers and health aides of Carroll County Health 
and Home Care Services for assistance with daily activities which enables 
them to remain in their homes. 
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AGENCY FUNCTIONS AND PROGRAMS 

The Board of Directors of TCNA continues to meet on a monthly basis 
to direct agency functions and operations and to handle financial matters. The 
Board members and the Friends of TCNA (formally the summer board) 
volunteer their time with board activities such as clinics and screenings, 
special programs and fund raising events. With their guidance and assistance 
and support from the townspeople we have continued to function as a non- 
profit, non-charging community health agency. 

Monthly blood pressure clinics continue in the TCNA office on the last 
Wednesday of every month from 12 to | PM and on a monthly basis at the 
Congregate Meal site on the third Monday of each month. Office hours are 
also available Monday through Thursday 9 to 11 AM and Fridays by 
appointment for blood pressure checks or other health questions, concerns, 
and problems. 

The Spring Adult Health Screening cosponsored with the Whittier Lions 
and Memorial Hospital was held at the Whittier Lions Club on April 4th. 
Over one hundred people were screened for basic vision, glaucoma, dental, 
podiatry, hearing, blood pressure, blood glucose, cholesterol, hemoglobin, 
pulmonary function, height, weight and body fat analysis along with nutrition 
counseling. Also available was information on Living Wills and Advanced 
Directives, RSVP (retired senior volunteer program), and chiropractic advise. 

The Flu Clinic was held in October with almost 300 doses administered 
at the TCNA office and to home bound residents. 

The dental program at the Kenneth Brett School is offered in the fall and 
spring to all children eligible for the free or reduced lunch program. Dr. 
Michael Glick continues as the providing dentist. We are very appreciative of 
the Tamworth Foundation for their continued support. 

The TCNA office is actively involved with the Tamworth Community 
Christmas Project (TCCP), a task force dedicated to offering gifts to residents 
in need at Christmas. The cooperative effort of members and the division of 
tasks enhances the smooth operations of this project, not to mention the 
generosity of the townspeople and area businesses. Gifts of sweatsuits, hats, 
mittens, boots, coats, gift certificates, sundry items, turkey baskets, and 
miscellaneous items were offered to over 60 children in town. Many thanks to 
those who helped or donated. 

The "loaner " closet continues to be of great use by many residents. 
Wheelchairs, commodes, walkers, canes, crutches, car seats, and assorted 
supplies are available free of charge. We thank all who have donated items 
and encourage all residents to use the equipment and supplies. 

Our "skilled" nursing care services, offered in the office and at home, as 
needed, continue to be directed by the patients physician. Referrals are 
received from physicians, hospitals, family members and patients themselves. 
After an initial assessment is obtained, TCNA can continue visits and 
collaborate care with their physicians consent. Skilled care procedures 
include dressing changes, injections, blood draws, suture and staple removal, 
assessment of vital signs, safety, adherence to medication regime, and 
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monitoring of various disease processes such as diabetes, cardiac and 
pulmonary disease, stroke, and cancer to name a few. Patient teaching and 
education are also vital aspects in maintaining the health of the community. 

Attending conferences, seminars, networking programs and other 
meetings is yet another area of necessity for the agency. This includes 
keeping updated on medical treatments, procedures, and health issues as well 
as maintaining required continuing education units for RN licensure. Also 
meeting with area home health agencies providing supplemental services to 
our patients is of paramount importance. 

The Tamworth Community Nurse Association is also this areas 
Salvation Army Unit Station. Some emergency funds are available for 
Tamworth or Sandwich residents experiencing a financial crisis when all 
other financial avenues have been exhausted. 

TCNA has worked closely throughout the year with local clergy, the 
Community Food Pantry and Brett School to assist families and individuals in 
need of services, resources and programs available to them. Periodic meetings 
with local clergy to discuss community needs has resulted in a very 
successful support group, "Journey Through Grief’, which we hope to 
continue to offer at different times of the year. 

June Donovan continues to function as our office manager. June's warm 
friendly attitude, efficiency, and reliability are much appreciated. She 
continues to coordinate the Tamworth Meals on Wheels program prepared by 
Ossipee Concerned Citizens. Much effort goes into scheduling drivers to 
deliver the meals to more than 30 households five days a week. We thank our 
many faithful drivers, and June, for this valuable service. 

Regretfully, in May I accepted the resignation of Karen Pelsor, RN as the 
part time nurse. Karen and her husband have moved south to North Carolina 
after selling their home, since their children are now on their own. Karen 
reports they are very happy in the warmer climate and she continues her 
career in nursing. Mary Smith, RN was hired to replace Karen as the part time 
nurse. Mary has many years of experience in nursing working as a nurse 
anesthetist, intensive care\trauma nurse, staff nurse, and as a health manager 
at the Center of Hope. She is also recently certified as a nurse paralegal and 
has started a part time business at her new home here in Tamworth! We are 
very happy to have such a warm, caring, and competent nurse on board. 

Promoting optimal health, safety, and quality of life is the objective of 
TCNA. Through continuous assessment of the patient and collaboration with 
assisting agencies, physicians, and supportive family members this objective 
can be achieved. We continue to seek your support in our efforts to 
accomplish these goals.

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REPORT OF THE TAMWORTH OUTING CLUB 


The Tamworth Outing Club is happy to report that we had a busy and 
productive year. 

The Ski Program and Little League Baseball continue to be the major 
programs supported through our fund-raisers. 

The ski program served 180 school aged children, both downhill and 
cross country, including 40 who had never been on skis. All 40 were riding 
up the lift and tearing up the slope within a few weeks of instruction. Our 
volunteer instructors receive training from certified instructors. We could not 
run this program without the 60 volunteers who do everything from riding the 
bus to serving snacks to the hungry skiers. 

More than 100 children participated in the Little League and Babe Ruth 
Baseball programs. We fielded one "A" and two "B" teams in Little League. 
The "Green" team carried away the championship. The Babe Ruth Team 
finished 9 and 3 and were the League Runners-up! 

The club raises its funds through the square and contra dances, 
memberships, from a grant toward the ski program from the Tamworth 
Foundation, and support from the Town of Tamworth for the baseball 
program. 

The square and contra dances, held every Saturday throughout the 
summer and the fourth Saturday throughout the fall, winter and spring 
months, were increasingly popular and well attended by lots of folks 
including many new enthusiasts. The first day of spring is celebrated every 
year with a pot luck dinner and family dance that is enjoyed by many local 
families. 

We enjoyed a fine winter weekend for the Annual Chocorua Sled Dog 
Race. Hundreds of spectators watched 50 teams race across the lake: ranging 
from one-dog teams hiking a half-mile loop, five-dog teams running a five- 
mile loop and the big teams (eight to twelve dogs) slogging an eleven-mile 
loop. The Club is seeking sponsorships to attract a few more larger teams. 

The Club maintains approximately 8 kilometers of groomed cross 
country skis trails at the Hemenway State Forest. We successfully share some 
of these trails with snowmobilers who have been very respectful of the 
groomed classical and skating tracks. The snowmobiles also vastly extend our 
back country skiing opportunities. The club seeks to connect the Wonalancet 
trails through Hemenway to Tamworth Village. 

We served hundreds of chicken barbecue dinners at the Family Day 
celebration on the 4th of July. In past years, the Outing Club has been adding 
snowshoe, biking, hiking and canoeing outings to its offerings. This fall, a 
large group met at the Great Hill Tower to watch the planetary ecliptic. Most 
of us saw Mercury and Uranus for the first time ever. 

The Christmas tree lighting was followed by a large group of carolers 
making their way down Main Street for visits to Gilman Tavern, the Remick 
Museum to the Tamworth Church. This was all followed by a chili dinner and 
dance at the town hall. 
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Many thanks to the scores of volunteers and community members whose 
support and enthusiastic participation make all these programs a success. If 
you are interested in joining the club or participating in club activities, please 
contact Betty Steele or any other member of our 64 year old organization!

The Board of Directors 
and staff have developed programs that support our mission and serve our 
twelve town region.

Following are highlights of 1997: 


e Energy Workshops held in early 1997. Workshop explored the economic 
impact of our limited fossil fuel supply. 


Conducted a technology survey over the Internet. Survey results provide an 
inventory of technology professionals, potential employee market, and small 
business interest. 


Secured financial support from 11 of our 12 member towns. 


Hired full-time executive director and administrative assistant to implement 
programs of the Economic Council. 


Secured permanent office space in Conway Village. 


Sponsored its first ever Energy Fair in conjunction with the Tour de Sol - over 
200 attend the event at Schouler park. 


Implemented the Business Visitation Program in the Valley. 240 businesses 
were targeted for 1997. 


Established a Revolving Loan Fund. Two loans made in it’s initial year. Both 
loans made to local businesses. 


Developed a One Stop Business Resource Center in the Council office, The 
Council is joined by Anne Getchell or USDA and a newly formed SCORE 
Chapter. The SCORE Chapter and USDA provide free business counseling to 
valley entrepreneurs. 


Established a monthly business leaders breakfast called Eggs & Issues. 
Governor Jeanne Shaheen keynote speaker at first breakfast. Breakfasts 
provide networking opportunities for business owners as well as present 
speakers of interest. 


Council forms partnership with local school districts to implement School to 
Work Program. 


¢ Produced the Rural Technology Summit in mid-September. 


In the coming year, the Council will continue to work to strengthen the economies 
of the twelve towns we represent. We ask your support in our effort and invite 
your participation. We encourage your comments and ideas and we hope you will 
join us in 1998 and make a real difference for the people of the Valley.

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TRUSTEES OF TRUST FUNDS AND 
CEMETERY COMMISSIONERS 


As trustees we are currently responsible for the safe keeping and 
investment of approximately $575,000 in trust and reserve funds. The details 
of these funds are shown on the accompanying schedules. 

As of December 31, 1997 we are holding $149,980.94 in permanent 
trust funds for such purposes as cemetery maintenance, library, park, etc. In 
addition, we are holding $425,197.54 in capital reserve funds. These are 
non-permanent funds established for the purpose of special education, 
purchasing fire trucks, recycling equipment or highway equipment, 
purchasing land and/or buildings for town use, etc. 

As reported in previous years, we have been in the process of moving 
our investments from local banks to the NH Public Deposit Investment Pool. 
This provides us with a favorable return on our investment. For 1997 the 
average annualized yield was 5.39%. 

Costs for cemetery maintenance increased approximately 11 % this year 
due to the increased need for mowing during a wet summer as well as the 
need to remove some trees which posed problems in some of the cemeteries.

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COOK MEMORIAL LIBRARY 


The Cook Memorial Library is a public library open 18 hours per week with 
programs and services available to residents and nonresidents. The library 
continues to strive to better meet the needs of the community in providing 
educational, cultural, recreational and informational services. 

Numerous important changes were made in 1997. The library is now open 
on Monday mornings from 10:00 a.m. to noon. The on-going automation project 
is complete. We greatly appreciate of the efforts of our volunteers assisting in 
the library, as they completed the barcoding and inventory of the library 
collection. The library's catalog in now on-line and library users search for 
materials on the computer. Our administrative functions, such as collection of 
overdue materials has been simplified. 

An architect was hired by the Board of Trustees and renovation plans were 
completed. These drawings are the plans for our future. They show the better 
utilization of existing space, increased efficiency of the heating system, 
accommodation of our growing collection, together with the new technology, 
and the structural problems of the library will finally be resolved. 

Due to a generous grant from International Paper Company Foundation, the 
library completed the final phase of the automation project with the addition of 
the Internet. We encourage everyone to come to the library with your Internet 
questions, or attend our ongoing training sessions. 

The childrens' programs continue to be a success. The Tuesday morning 
storytimes and summer programs for children are consistently well attended. 

The library circulated over 13,000 volumes in 1997. Nearly 7,000 visits to 
the library were logged. We answered over 650 reference questions, borrowed 
375 items from other libraries and they borrowed nearly 200 items from us. 

The library continues to be used by many community groups for meetings. 
In addition to circulating over 13,000 volumes, the library hosted 87 community 
meetings, and sponsored 37 childrens’ programs. 

The support of the Tamworth Foundation enables us to keep our book 
collection up-to date and is gratefully acknowledged. 

The library loans books, magazines, videos, book cassettes and music on 
compact disc. The New Hampshire Collection is a circulating collection and is 
well used. The Ulitz Room, which houses our noncirculating local history and 
genealogy collection, is staffed by devoted volunteers. The library has a VCR 
available for meetings and programs, as well as a typewriter for public use. Art 
exhibits are on display featuring works of local artists. 

We wish to thank everyone for their assistance in making the year a success. 
We wish to especially thank our many loyal volunteers who contribute their 
time. I welcome each of you to visit the Cook Memorial Library.

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CHOCORUA PUBLIC LIBRARY 


The Chocorua Public Library was founded in 1888, and is one of the 
oldest chartered public libraries in the State of New Hampshire. Together 
with the Cook Memorial Library, it forms an Associative Library under the 
New Hampshire State Library System, serving the Town of Tamworth and all 
of its residents. 

Marge Mather, our long time librarian, has retired. Her leadership and 
knowledge will be greatly missed. Mihaela Smith is our new librarian. She is 
animated by a strong desire to help the spread of knowledge and to see it used 
in an Emersonian way, towards the pursuit of truth, beauty, justice and 
goodness. 

During the past year, we added 151 books to the shelves (34 for children 
and 117 for adult). We purchased 108 of these; 43 were gifts. There were 27 
requests from other libraries around the state and we borrowed 26 books for 
our patrons. 

In the hope of interesting the young as well as developing their 
imaginations and motor coordination, two theaters were purchased. We now 
operate a hand puppet theater with eight puppets, as well as a marionette 
theater with multiple scenes and puppets. And through donations in the 
memory of Karly Goodson, the Children’s Corner received nearly all the 
Disney films on the market, as well as a substantial amount of money to buy 
more books. 

We presented many adult and children programs which included “Artist 
of the Month,” a program enabling us to display a wide variety of local 
artists’ work for all to enjoy. We sponsored a Garden Tea, where people 
spoke about different plants and gardens. This day culminated with a plant 
swap. We also had a nice turnout at the joint Library-Annual Tree Trimming 
Party, through which the Tamworth Community Christmas Project received 
many new mittens and hats for holiday delivery to the needy. 

We would like to remind people that we have a FAX machine as well as 
a computer which will soon have internet capabilities. Both of these are 
available for public use. 

You are cordially invited to come and visit the Chocorua Public Library 
and see what we have to offer the community and YOU!

TAMWORTH 
CONSERVATION COMMISSION REPORT 


TRAILS - Tamworth Conservation Commission (TCC) has revised and 
republished its trail brochure, distributing it in stores and libraries as well as 
at trail heads, The first printing of 1000 was snapped up immediately and a 
second printing ordered. Alan Smith coordinated this effort. Clearing has 
been done on Big Pines trails and Jackman North. Although all trails were 
clear in 1997, this is being written after the ice storm in January, 1998, which 
means more clearing will be needed. 


BIOSOLIDS - It was agreed more information is needed before 
recommendations can be made. The Selectmen have appointed a committee, 
Bruce Robinson chairman of Selectmen, Marlene Ostrowski Conservation 
Commission and Tom Lindsay member at large. Marlene has attended two 
workshops on the subject and has acquired and worked through a large 
amount of written information. Application has been made by Ambrose to 
reclaim his gravel pits using sludge and short paper fibers. The problem in 
regard to the Tamworth pit is that the water table there is too high to make 
this approach workable. Negotiations, in which the Community School is also 
involved, are under way with Ambrose to find an amicable solution. 


LOGGING ON STATE FORESTS is taking place on Hemenway, near Great 
Hill Road and Lunts Ledge, and on Bowditch Runnells on the west side of 
Rte. 16. TCC members met with State officials to tour the Hemenway side 
and TCC trails. Timber sales on Hemenway will involve taking some 
hardwood in order to free up softwood to improve moose and deer habitat and 
produce funds for management as a white pine stand. The Bowditch Runnells 
cut will be mostly red and white pine. 


CHOCORUA LAKE - TCC was concerned with a bill in legislature to permit 
electric powered boats on Chocorua Lake. It opposed the bill on the basis of 
aesthetics, danger of milfoil and stirring up of sediment as well as to support 
the work of Chocorua Lake Conservation Foundation and Chocorua Lake 
Association which has done much to protect the lake and keep it open to the 
public. The bill as amended and finally passed was to forbid any powered 
water craft on the lake. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE ASSOCIATION OF CONSERVATION 
COMMISSIONS - Three TCC members attended the annual meeting of 
NHACC, which offers workshops on a variety of topics of concern to 
commissioners. At the business meeting TCC chairman, John Mersfelder, 
was elected to the board of the state association. 
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EASEMENTS. Sam Mekrut, of the Lakes Region Conservation Trust, spoke 
at the April meeting on land protection and how the Trust can help. Chris 
Conrod presented the map he had made showing protected lands in town, a 
map which is now hung in the Selectmen's office. As TCC has as many 
easements as it can handle, help from the Trust would be welcome. 


TCC MEMBERS. Kristine Bontaites, appointed by the Selectmen in April, is 
a regional biologist with N. H. Fish and Game and statewide is biologist for 
moose management. Marlene Ostrowksi, appointed in April as an alternate, is 
hiker and kayaker and member of AMC. She is interested in biosolids and 
serves as a member of the town's Biosolid Committee. 


OSSIPEE WATERSHED PROTECTION is a project which TCC has been 
involved in to the extent of hosting a meeting of officials and others in 
Tamworth, Sandwich and Madison. The Watershed includes all of the Town 
of Tamworth. The project is sponsored by the Soc. for the Protection of N. H. 
Forests, Nature Conservancy, and Audubon Soc. of N. H. The three 
organizations wish to find from each town in the Watershed area what natural 
resources need to be protected, in order to know what direction their efforts 
should take. 


RECYCLING - The three containers, acquired for the Town by the Recycling 
Committee with a grant it obtained last year, are in place. Cardboard, glossy 
magazines and plastics are now recycled at the dump. Charlie Townsend is 
the TCC member on the committee. 


OTHER - TCC is represented on the Route 16 Corridor Study. TCC continues 
to help on household-hazardous-waste day. It put up a sign at the dump, 
distributed fliers, and one member volunteered to work at one of the sites on 
collection day.
